He will speak on ' Rncial Di?crlmi- 
nalion in Canada and Citizenship 
in General." 

Mr. Stewart, according to one of 
the ^members of the executive, 
should, because of his varied past 
experience, deliver an interesting 
and well informed address. He is a 
graduate of the University of 
Edinburgh and is by profession a 
chartered accountant. Prior to his 
election to the House of Commons, 
he was a commentator on Inter- 
national Affairs for the CBC. He 
represents Winnipeg North in the 
House.

Lowering Cafeteria Prices: .The 
University of Montifal serves 
excellent meals in its cafetcria.Jor 
34 cents while we havc'to"pay 45 
cents.' Since the Union exists to 
provide these facilities more cheaply 
than may be provided outside. I 
shall endeavbur to lower the cost 
of meals to a minimum without 
impairing their quality.

QUESTION OF A NEW UNION 
Any loose promise of a new 
Union is of course ridiculous. How- 
ever if elected I shall consider it 
my most important task to success- 
fully complete the work undertak- 
en by the Union Expansion Com- 
mittee of which I have been a mem- 
ber. Strong representation must 
be made to the propqr University 
authorities In order that ' the ur- 
gency of the situation be recognized 
In the proper circles.

This afternoon at 5,15 p.m. tlie candidaTes 
in Tuesday's election will present their plat- 
forms before the student body. Tliose running 
for tlie presidency of tiic Students' Society, and 
of the McGill Union will spcaki whiie the other 
male candidates will be introduced to tjic stu- 
dents but will not address them. 

The turnout at the meeting will be one of 
its mosl interesting features, since it will be' a 
fairly reliable indication of the interest of the 
studënts in the ejection, and indirectly ai) indi- 
cAtion of the amount of student spirit on the 
campus. 

AVc have stressed the importance of reading 
the platforms of the nomineis, and of attending 
the meeting, in a previous editorial, but we will 
run the risk of being called repetitious to repeat 
these views. If a student is to cast an intelligent 
vote, he must hâve a knowledge of the aims of 
the candidates, their appearance, and .their 
ability before a critical' audience. These are 
just a few of the qualities required of any cam- 
pus leader. Determination, fairness, and good 
judgment arc a few of the others. These will not 
be gleaned from the careful perusal of a plat- 
form, but should be indicated to a greater or 
leser extent in the- five minute speeches of the 
nominees. 

Two of the men who speak are those who 
will be charged with the conduct of student 
affairs next session. They will exercise a great 
deal of influence on the Students' Executive 
Council, which is charged with the équitable 
distribution of student fees among the various 
activities on the campus. They will, above all, 
be the representatives of the student body to 
the general public, to the adàiinistration, and 
to the other universities. For these reasons they 
must be good men, with experience, enthusiasm, 
ideas, and personality. 

The only method ensuring that those elected 
are the best the student body can offer is to 
read their platfonns, listen to them speak, find 
out what they have done and what facts can 
be offered by others as to their ability.

Moderns Visit McGiU 

l aB^tÉOT Y VINEBERG 

Dealing with ideas in art, rather than with Its 
Chronology, "What li Modern Art' 'is the title of the 
third In a series of art exhibitions sponsored by the 
Women's Union. Coming to McGill on loan from the 
Museum of Modem Art in New York, it opened in 
the R.V.C. Common Room yesterday, and will re- 
main on display until March 8. Comprliing 40 re- 
productions of weii_ known modern paintings, it in- 
troduces some aspects of the painting of Europe and 
America during the past 7S years. It is refreshing 
and comprehension-provoking in its grouping, for the 
usual formidable division Into THE GREAT and the 
minor painters has been Ignored in favor of an 
estimation of the growth of ideas. 

Bonnard painted many brcalcfast scenes like the 
one in the exhibition. Sevrât used » method called 
pointilllsm, a system of dots. He worked flat on his 
stomach suspended over his canvas by a series of 
ladders, and painted far Into the night His. mother 
worried about him. and he Justified her fear .'by 
dying at the age of 32. Cezanne worked in lonely 
but magnificent Isolation. Piet Mondrian, who re- 
presents the abstract painters, often spent months 
correcting the breadth of one of his lines by a 
fraction of an inch. . 

Gaugin deserted his wife and fashionable Lon- 
don for a primitive i life in tite South Seas. Matisse, 
a crippled old man' of. SO, painted in France through- 
out this war— "What I dream of is an art of balance, 
of purity and serenity, devoid of troubling subject 
matter. . . ." Von Gogh was a tragic figure of genius, 
half mad, half sane. The fabled Salvador Dall once 
remarked that he was "surprised that when ho enter- 
ed a restaurant and ordered boiled lobster, that they 
didn't serve him cooked telephone."

Most players sitting in West's position would find 
it difficult not to show Diamonds aftér partner's 
Spade bid, but should rèfraln from doing so realiz- 
ing the danger of further experiment on freaks of 
this type. Whethèr South doubles or not is Imma- 
terial. 

North shows out on the opèning lead of a trump, 
and last wins. Declarer now sees that the hand can 
be made If South has no clubs and both red aeès. 
It Is almost a certainty that he is void in clubs, be- 
cause be failed to open the suit, although it was bid 
strongly, (really a shut-out) by his partner, and he 
holds five little trumps. On this chance East takes 
6ut.foiir rounds of trumps, and then throws South 
In with the deuce of Spades. South can now oath 
his two aces unhampered, fer East will simply dis- 
card clubs, and South will then have to give dummy 
the lèad with either or both red suits established.

; Debate at ïâcGiW 

"And they shall bieat their 
swards Into ploughshares and -their 
spears into pruning hooks. Nation 
ehall not lift up sword against 
nation, neither shall they learn war 
any more." 

Quoting from I^niah, Brian 
Greenland led the St. Patriclc's 
, College debating team to victory 
as the resolution "Resolved that 
every Canadian youth should un- 
dergo one year of compulsory 
military training," was dcbcatcd 
by a 2 to 1 decision in last night's 
linal lUOL debate between McGili 
and St Pais. 

Si>eakcrs for McGill upholding 
the affirmative were Jim Hemens 
and Conrad Shatner while Edgar 
Scully and Brian Frccland repre- 
sented the visitors. Judges were 
Kevcrcnd Gordon H. Burgoync, 
Mr. A. J. Lomas and Hon. L. Gen- 
dron, KC. Mr. J. Dando chaired 
the meeting. 

Opening the debate, Hemens em- 
phasized that preparedness Is the 
surest safeguard of peace and 
since military conscription Is the 
sole democratic means of obtain- 
ing this force It was the surest 
^feguard of peace. 

Scully maintained that compul- 
sory military training would lead 
to militarism and would be a direct 
contradiction to the principles of 
the war just completed. Shatner 
responded by stating that militar- 
ism and regimentation are products 
of environment. "Military training 
for what is good Is good. Military 
training for what Is evil is evil." 

Frccland averred that barrack 
room society will lead U-year-old 
youths to "drinking, carousing, and 
sexual laxity." The debate ended 
Avith the rebuttal of Hemens who 
maintained that the negative 
claimed by tbclr statements that 
' servicemen were reprobates. More- 
over, he felt that they had neglected 
the basic Issues and hod barely 
touched the fringe of the topic. 



In the finals for the 
lUDL cup last night, Mc- 
Gill won one debate 2-1, 
and lost the other by the 
same score. Accordingly, 
the debate was decided by 
the percentoges awarded 
by the judges to each 
team. Since McGill won 
by 50.20% in one case, 
and St. Pot's by 50.45%, 
the series was carried by 
0.25%.

Debate at Ottawa : 

The McGill Debate team of Isa- 
dore Rosenfeld and Ted Hugesaon 
won a 2-1 decision over the St. Pat- 
rick's College team of Edgar Mc- 
Neeley and Frank Colllngwood by 
a point total of 449.7 to 446.1 last 
night. . . , 

The debate wâs jiiéld at the Cha- 
teau Laurier befortTa crowd of 200 
people. Pat Gillin was chdlrmon 
of the meeting, with Hedmond 
Quain, K.C., Judge Madden and Mr. 
G. J. Mcllraith, M.P., acting as 
judges. 

McNeeley opened the defence of 
the topic, "Resolved that 'every 
Canadian youth should undergo one 
year of compulsory military train- 
ing is the best way of achieving 
national security. 

Rosenfeld answered that tnllitary 
experience showed that a 'conscript 
army Is useless In the face'ot'such 
weapons as atomic bombs. More- 
over, democratic principles are at 
stake. 

. Colllngwood averred that youths 
would benefit physically and men- 
tally from their experience. The 
advantage of military training ^ lies 
in Its preparing for, emergencies. \ 
Huesson demonstrated convinc- 
ingly that what Canada needs- Is 
not rest camps, as the affirmative 
advocated, but rather health and 
education programs.
